Probe of 22 murders centers on S. Barbara 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif <UPI> 
—A family of five nomads was 
questioned Friday about a string of 
22 murders stretching from Florida 
to Oregon. At least seven of the 
slayings were committed under a 
full moon, police said. 
Authorities across the country 
went 
through 
dusty 
files 
and 
computer printouts of their unsolved 
murders to see if any matched the 22 
“ full moon" cases already being 
connected to the Texas family. 
Investigators 
already 
have 


questioned the live nomads about 22 
strangely similar cases. 
A Texas police chief said seven 
cases he investigated all occurred 
during a full moon. Many of the 
cases involved victims kidnaped 
from doughnut shops late at night 
and murdered. 
The 
suspects, 
the 
Sherman 
McCrary family of Athens, Tex., 
were in custody on other charges. 
McCrary and his sonin-law were in 
California prisons serving terms for 
armed 
robbery 
and 
attempted 
Fame of a kind 
comes once again 
to Santa Barbara 


When Santa Barbara gets in the news, it’s not anything minor. 
Oil spills, forest fires, floods, the “ Ma" Duncan murder case that 
led to a triple execution at San Quentin, have all gotten the big 
headlines to “ advertise" one of the nation’s most attractive cities. 
Now it's a multiple-murder case of no small proportions which has 
also brought fame of a kind that the Channel City can do without. 
Hollow-eyed Santa Barbara police brought in the press, radio and 
TV people Friday to have them meet law enforcement officials from 
Texas, Colorado and way points who flew to Santa Barbara to get 
statements from a trio which might know the particulars of a few 
dozen gruesome kidnap murders in the past two years. Unsolved, of 
course. 
" It ’s another Manson Family case," say excited State Streeters 
gawking at the big black headlines in metropolitan papers about the 
Taylor and McCrary families, recent occupants of modest tract homes 
west of the city. 
Police Capt. Charley Thompson said the Santa Barbara Police 
Department is now on the receiving end of scores of inquiries from 
law enforcement officials from as far away as Oregon, Florida,Utah, 
in addition to those here from Mesquite, Tex., Lakewood. Colo, and 
Dallas, Tex. 
Reeling under the flow of inquiries Capt. Thompson says: 
“ I can’t give you the number of murder cases we re being asked to 
check on in connection w ith this case. There are many homicides 
going on all over the land. They couldn t have done all of them." 
As he spoke, armed guards patrolled the doorway leading to the 
basement interrogation room where *he press conference took place. 
And an officer looked through a peephole from the rear of the room 
into the crowd of media representatives. 
Jut-jawed Carl Raymond Taylor, 38, and his father-in-law plump 
Sherman McCrary, 47, erstwhile Texans, are in California state 
prisons after pleading guilty to holdups of supermarkets in Santa 
Barbara. Santa Maria, and elsewhere. The scar-faced Taylor also 
pleaded guilty to assault with intent to kill a Santa Barbara police 
officer last June during the Santa Barbara holdup 
Other principals in the wide-ranging investigation are Taylor s wife, 
Ginger Taylor. 22, daughter of McCrary; Mrs. Carolyn McCrary, 45, 
and the McCrary’s son, Danny, 19, all serving nine months in Santa 
Barbara County jail in connection with harboring fugitives.

Naval chief chews out staff 
over discrimination orders 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
-Adm. 
Elmo R Zumwalt, chief of naval 
operations, charged the Navy’s top 
admirals Friday with ignoring his 
orders 
to 
elim inate 
racial 
discrimination. 
Bluntly 
lecturing 
about 
90 
Washington-based admirals — the 
Navy’s senior staff — Zumwalt said 
this failure has resulted in an 
explosion of racial trouble aboard 
several ships, including the carrier 
USS Constellation 
Zumwalt 
said 
he 
discovered 
“ potential explosiveness" in the 
racial situation when he took office 
more than two years ago and tried 
to head it off through a series of 
special minority programs. 
But he told the admirals "some of 
the very things I feared 28 months 


ago might come to pass, did, in fact, 
take place." 
"It is my view that these current 
racial incidents ... are clearly due to 
failure of commands to implement 
those (minority) programs with a 
whole heart," he said. 


"The 
Navy 
has 
made 
unac­ 
ceptable 
progress 
in the equal 
opportunity. The reason for this 
failure was not the programs, but 
the fact they were not being used. 
"Plainly stated, we have tended to 
succeed wherever the establishment 
of a program met a need without a 
corresponding need to change or 
dismantle an existing procedure. We 
have tended to fail whenever a real 
change from hallowed routine was 
required," he declared 


murder. Their wives and a son were 
in jail in Santa Barbara on charges 
of harboring a fugitive until Friday 
when two were extradicted to other 
states. 
Santa Barbara authorities were 
quiet 
about 
the 
investigation, 
answering "no comment" on most 
questions at a news conference 
Friday about the string of holdups, 
kidnapings and murders. 
But police chief Glen Grayson of 
Mesquite, a Dallas suburb, said he 
was told by California authorities 


the family was being questioned 
about all 22 killings, including three 
in Mesquite which occurred during 
the full of the moon. 
He said all three slayings in 
Mesquite and four others in various 
parts of Texas occurred beneath a 
full moon and were similar to others 
in Colorado and Utah. 
In addition to the slayings in 
Texas, 
Colorado 
and 
Utah, 
authorities were investigating the 
possibility the family was involved 
in murders in Kansas, Florida and 


Oregon. 
The 
murders 
being 
investigated go back to the fall of 
1971 and extend through February of 
this year. 
The family allegedly maintained a 
base of operations in the town of 
Athens in the deep East Texas pine 
woods from which they assertedly 
made forays "all over the United 
States pulling armed robberies," 
according to Mesquite detectives. 
McCrary, 47, and his son-inlaw, 
Carl Raymond Taylor, 38. were 
serving five-year-to-life sentences in 


San Quentin and Folsom prisons tor 
supermarket robberies. FBI agents 
in Salt Lake City have charged them 


with the 1971 kidnap-murder ot a 
doughnut shop clerk in Kearns. 
Utah. 


The other three suspects were in 
the Santa Barbara jail after being 


convicted of harboring a fugitive. 
They are McCrary's wife. Carolyn.

"We re not going to quibble over 
the matter of having new meetings 
with the American side," the 61- 
year-old Communist negotiator told 
a French news agency. 
Asked if that meant there would 
be changes in the agreement, Thuy 
replied, " It ’s necessary to wait for 
the eventual meeting." Then he 
added, "If there is a new get- 
together, it will be to discuss the day 
of the signature and the manner of 
proceeding towards the signature." 
Thuy did not specify the return 
date for Tho, in Hanoi since his last 
series of meetings with Kissinger 
Oct.8-11. 
The Communists earlier said the 
draft cease-fire agreement with the 
United States can be signed and 
complied with only if the United 
States drops its "dark scheme of 
annexing 
South 
Vietnam 
and 
prolonging the war." 
An editorial in North Vietnam’s 
official newspaper Nhan Dan made 
public 
by 
the 
Hanoi 
peace 
negotiating 
mission, 
said 
the 
secretly negotiated agreement will 
survive only if the United States 
eliminates 
two 
"obstacles"—its 
Vietnamization policies and South 
Vietnam’s President Nguyen Van 
Thieu.

Treasured Civil War discharge 
nearly discharged as 'junk'

"Get rid of all that junk in the 
attic," Sven Jensen told his wife in 
1968 before he brought the family to 
Lompoc from Lambertville, New 
Jersey. 
But though she’d never gone 
through 
them, 
Mrs. 
Catherine 
Jensen for some reason kept the 
dog-eared packets willed to her in 
1960, brought them West and broke 
them open only last August. 
What popped out was a fragile 
manila document, the same one her 
old 
foster grandparent, 
Private 
Michael McDurmott of the Eighth 
New Jersey Infantry Regiment, was 
gratefully issued, as the discharge 
says, 
“som ew here 
near 
Washington" in 1865 on a summery 
July 17th when the Army of the 
Potomac was moving home 
Under an engraving of a fierce 
U.S. Eagle perched on the national 
coat of arms the discharge, with 
specifics scrawled in ink, reads: 
“ Know 
Ye, 
that 
Michael 
McDurmott, a private of Captain 
Frederick Young's Company G, 
Eighth Regiment of New Jersey 
Foot Volunteers who was enrolled 
on March 21, 1865 to serve one year 
or during 
the 
war, 
is hereby 
DISCHARGED from the service of 
the United States this 17th day of 
July, 1865, near Washington ” 
Other scribblmgs on the document 
allow 
this 
reconstruction: 


McDurmott stood a tiesty five feet 
six inches, was a laborer by trade, 
sandy complected, grey eyed and 
light of hair and almost certainly 
spoke with a brogue He’d been born 
in Ireland and emigrated with two 
younger brothers John and Tom 
Mrs 
Jensen remembers Tom 
from her girlhood He was short, 
had bluish grey eyes and died on an 
old bed the Jensens still have. He 
never talked much about Michael 
that she can remember. 
Michael, 
who 
died 
safe 
in 
Lambertvill around the turn of the 
Century, other papers indicate, was 
43 when he enlisted in March, 1865, 
according to the document. 
But this could well have been a 
reenlistment 
Civil 
War hitches 
were frequently for only one or two 
years and a man could collect a wad 
of discharge papers in the course of 
the war. 
If McDurmott was indeed an early 
survivor of the Eighth, that July day 
in 
1865 
was 
a 
true 
day 
of 
deliverance. 
Information on the 
New Jersey Eighth isn’t abundant in 
Lompoc but from a variety of 
sources, it's definite that the Eighth 
New Jersey took it’s place along the 
Chancellorsville Earthworks in 1863 
when dapper General Joe Hooker, 
badly fooled by an outnumbered 
Robert E Lee dug in instead of 
attacking and, misreading a Rebel 
flanking movement, concluded that 
the boxed in Lee was in retreat. 


It was at dusk when the Union 
lines had their rifles stacked and 
were cooking bacon and boiling 
coffee 
that Stonewall Jackson s 
cavalry charged screaming from 
the thick underbrush and crumpled 
the federal right flank The Eighth 
New Jersey was there somewhere 
and 125 of the 268 man unit died 
there, many probably defenseless. 
If McDurmott joined the Eighth 
later he could have been there with 
other New Jersey Regiments when 
War Secretary Stanton sent 
in 
troops to douse a Pennsylvania coal 
miners riot against the draft Since 
the coal mines were posting “ Irish 
need not apply" signs then, though, 
he wouldn't have been sympathetic 
On the obverse of the discharge is 
a notation by the county clerk and 
Justice of the Peace of Hunterton 
County. New Jersey stating that on 
August 1. 1865 McDurmott appeared 
back home, doubtless full of that 
bleak wisdom that even a tew days 
of war brings. After that he must 
have tucked his discharge away 
somewhere safe

The simple way would be 
to play the ace of clubs and

He did his little act so 
devastatingly that for seven 
straight years, through 1970, 
David < D eacon) Jones was 
the prem ier defensive line­ 
man in the game. His style 
was adopted by all the great 
defensive left ends in profes­ 
sional football— Carl Eller, 
Clyde H u m p h r e y . Rubba 
Sm ith, Rich Jackson 
The old original act still 
isn’t bad, either. They even 
changed the rules because of 
the Deacon. 
"I used to slap th e guy 
four or five tim es,” he re­ 
m em bers. 
‘Now they only 
let you do it once, and they 
restrict it to a two-yard ra­ 
dius along the line ” 


He dangles his long fin­ 
gers, 
gnarled and 
scarred 
and swollen from too many 
c o l l i s i o n s . 
They’re 
un-. 
adorned 
"P ut diam onds on that?' 
he m u t t e r s , self-deprecat­ 
ingly. 
It’ll take five years for 
the s w e l l i n g on Deacon's 
hands to go down so he can 
w ear the diam onds stashed 
away in a draw er at home 
He a c c u m u l a t e d them by 
beating those hands on the 
heads and shoulders of of­ 
fensive tackles in the Na­ 
tional Football League for a 
dozen years 
The Los An­ 
geles Rams had drafted him 
as a 14th round unknown 
out of M ississippi Vocational 
back in 1961, and in his tim e 
up f r o n t with them the 
m o d e r n defensive concept 
of the fearsom e foursom e 
was created. 
So it was with some aston­ 
ishm ent and bew ilderm ent 
that Deacon started the cu r­ 
rent s e a s o n with the San 
Diego C hargers. It h urt the 
Deacon to oe peddled, and 
so cheaply, for an obscure 
linebacker (no longer with 
the Rams I and draft choices. 
Of course, he is 33 years old 
and the last couple of years 
nagging injuries cut down 
his playing tim e and effec­ 
tiveness 
But because the Deacon 
has the tru e pride of an a rti­ 
san, he sought out the w riter 
who had presented to him 
the G eorge Halas Trophy as 
the outstanding defender in 
f o o t b a l l for 1967 and '68. 
voted by his peers, and fore­ 
w arned him, "Get that tro­ 
phy ready for me again. I’m 
coming to claim it.” 


R ecently the Deacon went 
up against Robert Brown of 


Deacon Jones 


Oakland in a classic match 
of titans 
Brown is a 285- 
pound offensive right tackle 
who had once been Deac’s 


t e a m m a t e on the Rams. 
Jones has now let his weight 
climb to 265 for more power. 
Their confrontation symbol­ 
ized the battle in what they 
call the pits of pro footbali. 
a jousting noticed by few 
but extrem ely vital to the 
success or failure of team 
effort 


Their m atch-up am ounted 
to a draw (and their team s 
ended in a tie score». “T hat's 
what happens.” said Deacon 
l a t e r , "w hen two all-pros 
m eet.” 


The C hargers, rebuilt with 
traded veterans like Jones, 
started the season 
slowly, 
getting c l o b b e r e d by the 


San Francisco 49ers in their 
opener, and the Deacon was 
an invisible man. But th ey ’ve 
since beaten the Colts and 


are com ing on “We re p ro s ," 
says the Deacon "We know 
what we've got. And w e're 
getting to know each oth er ”
